The mutial aid program is, thus, 
helping to maintain employment and 
the national income. It is expected 
that this will continue’ for some 
months and help to avert some of the 
dislocation of reduced war buying. 
Canada was the first nation to make 
up its full contribution to UNRRA, 
which comes under the general had 
of mutual aid.

WPTB keeps eye on distribution © 
One reminder of the week that. 
there are big problems of domestic 
supply still to be tackled is reduc- 
tion of the butter ration from seven 
to six ounces per week, This was not 
unexpected, But meat still remains 
off the ration list. Although more 
meat than ever is being shipped over- 
seas, the production of Canadian 
farmers has been so great that there 
is no need of returning meat ration- 
ing in Canada. The wartime prices 
and trade board, however, are doing 
a good job both for producers and 
consumers by keeping a close eye on 
distribution and preventing bcttle- 
necks which would injure both the 
producers and the consumers. Thus 
local surpluses and local shortages 
have to a large extent been avoided 
to a large extent been avoided to the 
general advantage of all Canadians, 
The outlook is that, for the next 
year, there will be plenty of food for 
Canadians despite. heavy demands 
from liberated countries: and  else- 
where.

In the month of October Canadians 
smoked a daily average of 32,836,000 
cigarettes, which is a heap of smoke 
going up. This was calculated with- 
out allowance for Sundays, holidays 
or half-days. September set a record 
with an average of 35,560,000 daily. 
The month of October was the fifth 
mhonth this year that monthly releas- 
es of cigarettes from bond for con- 
sumption hit the one billion level. 

Total supplies of feed grains avail- 
able in Canada during the ourrent 
crop year total 14,500,000 tons; quite 
a lot of feed grain when one considere 
that this is 80 per cent higher than 
available supplies in the 1936-40 per- 
iod.
